‘Tat news given us by Renter's Company 
on Monday last, that the Kuldja negotia- 





tions had failed, only confirmed what 





has been the general impression in the 





Settlement daring ‘the past few weeks. 
No one has professtd to ‘know ‘anything 
definitely as to the probability of war 
between China and Russia ; in fact, it-is 
doubtfal if anyone in China does know 
or has any means of knowing whether 
peace will be preserved or not, ‘But 
the constant massing of Chinese troops 
near the eastern end of the Great Wall, 
the tidings of large ironclads being built 
‘at Home for the Chinese Government, 
the steady increase to the Rutisian fleot 
in these waters, and stories as ‘to the 
intention of the Russians to survey 
immediately the coast of Corea; all 
these things make in favour of War, 
bat we know nothing certain, becau¥e 
in no case wonld operations be com> 
menced before the spring. Theto is ‘& 
chance ‘still, therefore, of the tivo would- 
be belligerenits coming to terms; ‘and 
might almost wish that farther diffictl- 
ties in Europe wonld restrain the Russian 
desire for a campaign that would ‘cative 
us so much loss and leave Ruisia ‘s0 
little glory. 

What the effect of @ war will be on 
the Empire politically, it is impossible 
to forecast. Colonel Gordon has 
endeavoured to show to the Chinese’ the 
danger they ran by having their Govern 
ment at Peking, so near to the coast, 
exposed to the chance of an invasion 
which would probably result in the 
capture of the Forbidden City itself, and 
the flight of its inhabitants, asin the last 
war, to Tartary. There is great fear 
that this would be followed by general 
anarchy; the country is permeated 
through and through with secret 
societies; the present dynasty is not 
popnlar one; in fact, a regency never is 
popalar, for the personality of a raler is 
always a great assistance to his stability. 
It is donbtfal if the Taiping spirit is 
altogether dead, and the Empresses 
must not expect Russia to be sustaining 
their authority in one part of China 
while destroying it in another, as 
the allies did twenty years ago. 
There are doubtless ambitious officials 
in many provinces who would be 
ready to seize the opportunity which 
the capture or flight of the Court 
would give them. We might even hear 
the ery of “China for the Chinese !” 
and see a general movement made to 
expel the Manchas and restore or create 
a national dynasty. Whatever form 
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revolt took, if the authority of the 
Central Government were yveakened, 
We must remember how readily a mob 
is raised and excited in China, and 
what temptation to robbery the treaty 
ports, and this one especially, offer. 
We have hinted at worse consequences 
of the commencement of a war than 
wo expect, but we doit in order to draw 
public attention to the necessity of 
looking to our means of defence. 
Volunteers have never been behind-hand 
hore when there was any chance of their 
being required, and we have, even 
during the present peacefal times, the 
nucleons of a very respectable force. 
The new uniforms which the Council 
have provided, and the regulations 
under which they are acquired by the 
Volunteers, have had an excellent 
effect in attracting men to drill, but 
if their services are required at all, they 
will be required in much larger number 
than ordinarily turn ont to parade. 
Considering the numerous distractions 
and recreations which Shanghai offers, 
it is @ creditable thing that so many 
should turn ont to the comparatively 
monotonous marches which parades 
hore necessarily become; and it is a 
vory happy thing that the Corps should 
have so excellent a staff of officers with 
the material at hand with which that 
staff may be trebled or quadrapled as 
soon as the men come forward. With- 
out being alarmists, we think it only 
prudent to advise those who own their 
readiness to volunteer to join the ranks 
at once; for with every willingness to 
learn, the recrnit cannot be considered 
mote than half asvaluable as the trained 
man. In these latitudes, thunder-storms 
get up in a wonderfally short time ; and 
ifa mob collects hore, there will be little 
notice given, and little time to drill the 
recruits who aresureto flock tothe Corps. 
‘We repeat that no one knows that war 
is imminent, or even that it will com- 
mence in the spring; bat high officials 
who have reached this from Peking 
lately are little confident of the mainten- 
ance of peace. Men best informed, and 
most conversant with Chinese politics, 
fear that a war with Russia will entail 
a state of anarchy through all the 
sea-coast provinces of China, and it is 
on these grounds that we consider the 
situation grave enough to deserve this 
warning. As we have seen before, the 
men-of-war on which we rely for protec- 
tion may he called away to other 
ports by some unexpected necessity, 
and we are always liable to be thrown 
on our own resources; and the more 
we show our readiness to defend our- 
selves, theless likely, such is the contra- 
riety in human affairs, are we to have 
to depend on onr unaided efforts. It 
is unfortunately the nature of the Eng- 
lish people to be unready; let us hopethat 
the mixture of more fiery blood in our 
Settlement will counteract the English 





Gilatoriness. We know by Lin's diary, 
as by a thousand other warnings, that 
a large portion of the population, and 
especially the literary class, which have 
so great an influence over the people, 
hates us, and would gladly see us driven 
to our ships: let us therefore be pre- 
pared. Heaven helps those who help 
themselves, and it is when the strong 
man armed keepeth his house, that his 
goods are in peace. Twenty years ago 
it would have been a small matter, in 
the event of a riot, to put all the women 
and children on a man-of-war at short 
notice, for a gunboat would have taken 
them all: it would be a mach longer 
business now. The necessity for such a 
step is not likely to arise: bat he who 
wishes for peace prepares for war.

Among the passengers who left last week 
by the M.M. Co.'s steamer Djemnah for 
Marseilles was Chevalier C. de Boleslawski, 
Consul for Austro-Hungary at Shanghai.

Hayllar, Q.C., is expected in Shanghai 
next week, to conduct the case of the 
owners of the Bun Hin line of steamers 
against Mr. Giles, the Acting Consul at 
Aimoy. Mr. Giles some time ago paid into 
Court the £5,000 sought to be recovered as 
the amount of fines illegally inflicted, 
but the plaintiffs are going on for damages. 
‘The caso is down for hearing on the 3rd 
of January. 

‘The Hongkong papers speak in very 
flattering terms of some of the performances 


given there by Signor Cagli's Opera Com- 
pany. 

In our last issue we mentioned that 
Signora Carlotta Patti's troupe, instead of 
coming on to Hongkong, from Batavia, 
had gone to Calcutta, having accepted an 
engagement for the beginning of Decom- 
ber. In consequence it was thought that 
the music-loving public here would be 
disappointed in their hopes of hearing so 
talented an artiste as Signora Patti, and 
we are glad to learn from Hongkong 
papers received last evening that news had 
arrived there from the agent in advance of 
‘the troupe, that after staying three or 
four months in Calcutta, they intend to 
return to the Far East. 

On Saturday evening the Shanghai 
‘Temperance Society gave their fourth fort- 
nightly entertainment at their Hall in the 
Nanking Road. There was a fairly good 
attendance, After three songs and a 
recitation given by seamen in very good 
style, Mr, Rex gave a humorous reading 
from Mark Twain, which fully accounted 
for tho circumstance that the writer is 
“no longer private secretary to a life 
senator.” It certainly desorved more 
appreciation than it received. Mr. 0. P, 
Blethen’s song, “Only come,” which camo 
next, was loudly encored, and he then gave 
“True Blue.” ‘The most interesting portion 
of the address, which was delivered by tho 
Rey. D. H. Davis, consisted of statistics 
of different kinds, of which tho speaker 
forgot to mention thesources. Mr. . Iburg’s 
song, Sullivan's “Looking back,” evoked 
a demand to hear him again, and he 
responded with Scuderi’s “Dormi Pure.” 
Mr. Blethen appeared once moro to sing 
with Mrs, Holt a charming duet, “’Twas 
buta voice.” ‘Tho audience at its conclusion 
very naturally, like Oliver Twist, asked for 
more, and obtained the duet, “In the 
Starlight.” ‘The meoting terminated after 
tho usual closing chorus, 

About half-past four on Thursday after- 
noon fire was discovered in a Chinese houso 
in an alley off the Hupeh road, An alarm 
was given, and the Police extinctour waggon 
was speedily on the spot, The fire- 
engines turned out with alaority, but their 
services were not required, the flames 
having been extinguished in a few minutes 
by the Police with the assistance of 
Chinese. 

Last night between ten and eleven 
o'clock, a Chinese house in the vicinity of 











but the fire was extinguished in a few 
minutes by the people who were near, with 
assistance sent from the Louza Police 
Station. 

Messrs. Gibb, Livingston & Co., the 
agents here of the China Fire Insurance 
Company, inform us that they have received 
a telegram from the head office at Hong- 
kong, stating that the Company they 
represent is ‘not interested” with regard 
to a “great fire” that has taken place at 
Yokohama. This fact will doubtless bo 
gratifying to shareholders here.—We are 
informed that the fire referred to has occur- 
red in Main Street, and that several large 
establishments have been destroyed. 

Christianity is making progress in Japan, 
and its devotees, it is said, have decided to 





build a church in Shimabara, Tokio, 
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Besides this, they aro holding consultations 
‘as to building forty other churches 
throughout the country. 

Previous to Mr. Seward’s departure from 
Peking, he transmitted to the United 
States Government an account of the 
progress made by the Chinese in Western 
knowledge, and it is referred to in some of 
the American papers. It appears that 
there are now 120 Chineso youths being 
educated in schools and colleges in the 
United States, and that there are many 
flourishing schools in China directed by 
‘American teachers. ‘Through the transla- 
tion department of China, established in 
1869, over 80,000 volumes of Western 
works have been sold, embracing mathe- 
matics, engineering, geography, astronomy, 
medicine, law, arts and manufactures. As 
this is the surest method of breaking down 
Chinese prejudice, and as the giving way 
of prejudice would mean the opening up 
of a market almost illimitable in extent and 
capacity to Western commerce, the best 
friends of China will hail the foregoing 
information as the forerunner of better 
days for that country. 

A telegram to The Times, dated New 
York, October 21st, runs as follows :—A 
despatch from Havana published hore 
announces that the Captain-General of 
Cuba has apologised to the Chinese Consul 
in that city for the recent arrest and 
ill-treatment of the Secretary of the 
Consulate by the Police, and has also 
punished the offenders.” 

In their tea report, dated Calcutta, 27th 
October, Messrs. Thos. Watson & Co. 
say Since our last report, two public 
sales have been held, one on the 6th Octo- 
bor, when 7,238 chests were sold, and the 
other on the 26th, when 7,500 chests were 
disposed of. ‘They went off flatly at lower 
rates, 

In the soulling match between Laycock, 
of Australia, and Hosmer, of Boston, Mfass., 
for £200, over tho Thames Champion 
Course, on the 2nd November, the 
Bostonian was defeated. Laycock rowed 
easily and won by three lengths. The 
weather was splendid and the river per- 
fectly still. 

At the Police Court yesterday, Mahomed 
Dowd, a prisoner in H.M.’s Gaol, who had 
been guilty of violent behaviour towards 
the first and second gaolers last Sunday 
week, was sentenced to six weeks’ imprison- 
ment with hatd labour, to commence at 
tho expiration of the term to which he was 
sentenced in August last, for stabbing an 
officer belonging to the ship in which he 
came to Shanghai. 

‘Ten days ago a warrant was issued by 
the Mixed Court authorities at the instance 
ofa man and woman for the arrest of an 
individual whom they accused of stealing 
their daughter. Papers were produced on 
‘Monday morning before Chén, the Chinese 
Magistrate, and Mr. J. R, Coulthard, 
British Assessor, which showed that the 
parents of the girl in question had sold her 
toa woman three years and a half ags, 
who had, in turn, trausferred her to the 
prisoner for the sum of $150. The Court 
‘Was satisfied that the complaint had been 
laid against the prisoner solely for the 
purpose of extorting money, audaccordingly 











dismissed the charge. The accused wished 
to know whether he could riot at once 
recover damages from the plaintiffs on 
account of his false imprisonment, and the 
Magistrate told him that he had better 
bring a fresh action. 

Yesterday afternoon a compradore, 
formerly employed by the firm of Messrs. 
Bryner aud Beyfuss, was sued at the 
Mixed Court before Mob, the District 
Magistrate, Chén, the Mixed Court 
Magistrate, and Mr. Freunsberg, German 
Assessor, for the sum of Tis. 10,000, the 
amount of a promissory note given by him 
some time since, really for the benefit of his 
employers, with interest. ‘The plaintiffs 
obtained a judgment in their favour, and 
desired that the defendant should be im- 
prisoned in the city until theclaim should be 
settled. Mr, Bielfeld, the present master 
of the defendant, however, objected to this 
course on the ground that as the latter 
was in foreign employ and a resident in 
the Settlement, he must be dealt with 
solely by the Mixed Court. After some 
discussion, Mr. Bielfeld ultimately gained 
his point, and the compradore will not be 
taken beyond the limits of the Settlement. 

Tho case of the United States v. Isaac 
Duncau has been withdrawn, To remove 
any erroneous impression that may have 
been created by the settlement of the case 
out of Court, we may state that under 
Section 4,099 of the Revised Statutes, 
it is lawful for the parties in all criminal 
cases, not of a heinous character, to adjust 
or settle the same among themselves upon 
pecuniary or other consideration, It is 
also necessary, according to American law, 
for the complaint to be made by the 
prosecuting witness, which was not done 
in this ease, the prisoner having been 
arrested by the police at the scene of the 
occurrencs, taken before his Cousul, and 
formally remanded pending the recovery of 
the injured man, Tho settlement come to 
was arranged solely by the parties them- 
selves, A Government prosecution might 
have been instituted, but all efforts in this 
direction could have been thwarted by a 
disinclination of the injured party to testify, 
boing, as he is, beyond the jurisdiction of 
the Court, 

Seven Chinose vendors of lottery tick: 
appeared on Saturday morning before 
Mr. Haas, Acting Consul for Austro- 
Hungary, sitting as Assessor, and Chén, 
the Chineso Magistrate, at the Mixed 
Court, their cases having been remanded 
from the previous Saturday.. When they 
came forward, Mr. A. M. do Oliveira, the 
Interpreter of the Spanish Consulate, 
entered and took his seat beside the Magis- 
trate, and said that he represented the 
Spanish and Portuguese Consuls and was 
there as the “ protector” of the defendants. 
The representative of tho Police sug- 
gested to the Magistrate that as he had 
previously ordered the defendants to close 
their establishments and they had not done 
so, that they should be imprisoned, and 
‘Mr. Haas saw no objection to this course 
being taken, Mr. Oliveira thereupon 
enquired in a rather peremptory manner 
of the Austrian representative whether he 
intended to act in opposition to Messrs. 
‘Toda and Pinto Basto. Mr. Haas observed 























that Mr. Oliveira had no right to address 
him in such a manner, and demanded 
‘an immediate apology, which was at once 
tendered. Mr. Haas shortly afterwards 
left the Court, followed by Chén. On 
the return of the Magistrate, he ordered 
the defendants to close their shops at the 
ond of the month, and said they must sign 
a document promising to obey his instruc 
tions. 

“The Kuldja negotiations have failed.” 
From this, which is part of a telegram 
from Reuter, appearing in another column, 
it would seem that war between Russia 
and China is now almost inevitable, unless 
negotiations, as was rumoured some time 
ago, are re-opened at Peking. 

‘A special telegram to the St. James's 
Gazette dated Berlin, 9th October, says :— 
The Chinese L ion have for some time 
been busily occupied with the elaboration 
of plans for the reorganisation of the 
Chinese army on the Prussian system. 

The C.M.S.N. Oo,’s steamer Haean, 
Captain Dircksen, which arrived on Sunday 
from Yaugho, reports meeting the Leeywen 
seven miles south of that place, and the 
Hankwang when she had proceeded ninety- 
three miles further on her southward 
voyage. These steamers are engaged in 
conveying troops to the North. 

It is reported from St, Petersburg that 
the Russian Government has despatched 
instructions to Admiral Lessofsky to 
effect a survey of the entire coast of Corea 
with as little delay as possible. The 
instructions suggest that the corvettes 
Rasboynik and Nayexdnik should be 
despatched on this duty, but the Admiral 
is allowed full liberty of action. 

According to the Rising Sun, Admiral 
Lessofsky, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Russian Pacific fleet, met with a very 
serious accident on the 28th ult., whilst on 
the passage from Wladivostock to Nagasaki, 
in his flag-ship, the Europa. During the 
height of a very severe gale, he was on 
deck aft, when a tremendous wave came 
over the stern of the ship, struck him aud 
carried him some considerable distance 
forward, fracturing his right leg just above 
the knee. He is, however, progressing very 
favourably, and anticipates a speedy return 
to convalescence. . 

‘A correspondent of the Japan Herald 
speaks of the war preparations on the 
‘Yangtsze as insufficient and even contempt- 
ible, and he regards the Chinese methods 
of defeuce as absurd, expressing the belief 
that if war breaks out the Chinese will 
assuredly in the very first week of hosti 
ties discover that the armies raised for 
defence are armed mobs, that the fortifica- 
tions, except at Taku,—where the real 
defence is rather natural than artificial,— 
are mere traps for the defenders, and that 
the lack of intelligent foreign leaders and 
subordinates will be fatal. This corre- 
spondent is of opinion that, while feints are 
made vid Urga aud the lines of the Ousuri 
and Sungari towards Peking, the real 
attack will be on Chinkiang and Nanking, 

Another writer in the same paper says : 
It is evident that in any case, whether 
negotiations are broken off in St. Peters- 
burg or not, the Russian fleet is at present 
unfit for any considerable operations in 
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China save on the Yangtsze, where the 
‘water is deep, now that, owing to the 
absolute defect of small craft, operations 
‘on the Peihé, or north of it, or on Foo- 
chow or Canton, have not been designed. 
‘Further, that if the Japanese Government 
maintains a legal, i.e., strict neutrality, it 
is open to doubt whether the Russian fleets 
will bo able to carry on the operations of 
war upon the China coast. The Minin 
floats so deeply that her engines are liable 
to undue strains, the Pojarsky is in like 
case, the imperfections of the General- 
‘Admiral and Duc d’Edimbourg (notwith- 
standing Mr. Reed’s certificate of unprece- 
dented excellence) aro incurable, and the 
smaller craft require a large arsenal and 
dockyard in their reach to be able to do 
duty. Tho whole of the accounts of the 
Russian navy are astonishing, and it is 
now certain that the Chinese Government 
has made a mistake in shrinking from the 
chances of a naval war, 

‘Tho British barque City of Halifax 
arrived on Sattirday, having left Cardiff on 
tho 6th Juno last, 

The mato of the German barque 
‘Hermann was drowned ‘in the outer 
harbour at Amoy on the night of the 29th 
ult. 

‘Tho M.M, Co.'s steamer Amazone left 
the New Dock on Monday afternoon, the 
necessary repairs to her propeller having 
boon effected. Sho is tho largest vessel 
that has ever been docked in Shanghai. 

Captain H. 8. Goodfellow, of the O.N. 
Co,’s steamer Pekin, which arrived on Fri- 
day from Hankow, kindly informs us that 
when he passed the scene of the-collision 
between the Kungwo and Hanyang on his 
way down, a chain or chains had been 
passed round the fore part‘of the former 
vessel, and operations for effecting a similar 
result astern wore in progress. A large 
number of chests of tea that had formed 
part of her cargo were arranged along 
the bank of the river, “apparently well 
plastered with mud. A chain had also been 
passed under the Hanyang. One of the 
masts of tho latter vessel had fallen a little 
to the port side, because part of the shrouds 
had carried away, but her flagstafls, stem 
and stern, were in perfect line, viewed end 
on, The water-mark at Hankow when the 
Pekin loft was nine feot four inches. 

On tho evening of the Sth inst., an 
attempt was made to raise the Kungwo, 
but after her stern had been lifted four 
feet, the two 24-inch spars used in the 
‘operation broke, and the ship settled down 
to her former position. 

The wreck of the American ship Gold 
Hunter, now lying in the Bay of Balabac, 
was sold st Manila on the 18th ult., 
Messrs, Olano, Larrinaga & Co. being the 
purchasers for $125 for the ship, and $180 
for the 1,700 tons of coal on board. 

The C.C.S8.N. Co.’s steamer Taku arrived 
from Tiontsin on Sunday. Sho left that 
port on the 2nd inst., and on her way 
down the Peiho she had now and then to 
break her way through the ice. It is 
expected that the steamers which have 
left here during the last few days will 
not be able to go up the Peiho on account 
of the ico, and that they will have to 
discharge their cargoes either at Taku 


























or Chefoo. It will be remembered that 
the Taku, on her last trip, left the 
same morning as the Pautah, which had 
to put back on account of a breakage of 
her machinery, and she also experienced 
very rough weather, as already reported 
in our columns. The Taku encountered 
the same gales and seas, and we hear that 
she sustained some damage to her deck- 
houses. One tremendous sea that was ship- 
ped knocked the second officer off his legs 
and carried him into the waterway with 
such force that two or three of his ribs 
were broken. He was incapacitated from 
duty till he arrived at Tientsin, where he 
received medical treatment. 

Tho C.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer Pautah 
arrived yesterday afternoon from Tientsin. 
On her way up the river from Taku 
encountered considerable quantities of ice, 
but ‘none to speak of” coming down. 
The Fungshun discharged her cargo at 
Taku. While the Pautah was at Tientsin, 
tho weather was quite mild. 

The British ship Dalam Tower, with a 
cargo of iron from Antwerp, arrived at 
Woosung on the 1st inst. Before she 
could cross the ‘ Heaven-sent Barrier” she 
had to lighter 500.tons of cargo; and she 
only came into port on Sunday. She left 
Antwerp on the 28th June, 

The s.2. Glenfinlas lett for Now York on 
Monday with a cargo of about two million 
Ibs. of green tea, The season's export 
to America from China and Japan 
promises to reach 83 million Ibs. The 
yearly consumption in America is estimated 
at 65 million Ibs., thus giving a consider- 
able surplus over requirements, if con- 
sumption does not increase. Much of this 
increased supply will be in Japan teas, but 
China supplies are liberal. 

Shortly before noon on Saturday, H.MLS. 
Modeste unmoored from the buoy opposite 
the Yuenfah to proceed to Woosung. From 
some reason or other, however, her engines 
would not work, and she narrowly escaped 
being carried by the tide against H.M.S. 
Vigilant. Nearing that vessel, she let 
go her anchor, which fortnnately brought 
her up; and no sooner had she become 
stationary than her engines commenced to 
work. The anchor was then immediately 
weighed, and she proceeded on her voyage 
to Woosung. 

The band of H.M.’s despatch-vessel 
Vigilant played in the Public Garden 
on Friday afternoon. ‘The weather was 
bright and mild, and had the commu- 
nity been reminded of the Admiral’s kind 
promise, given a short time since, that 
tho band would play there every Friday 
afternoon while the Vigilant was in port, 
there would doubtless have been a large 
attendance of residents. As it was, the 
number of persons who listened to the 
really good performance was very small. 

Mr. Tong Ying-sing, managing director 
of the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company, says the- Overland Mail, lately 
passed through New York. He goes to Cuba 
to confer with the Captain-General about 
establishing a line of Chinese steamers 
between China and Cuba by way of Suez. 
‘They would probably touch at Marseilles, 
Barcelona, or Gibraltar. After conferring 
with the Captain-General, Mr, Tong Ying- 

















sing will return to Ohina by way of Etirope, 
passing from Cuba to Southampton or 
Liverpool, and thence by land to Brindisi, 

The Daily Press says:—The British 
steamer Chinkiang, Captain ‘Orr, which 
arrived at Hongkong on the 29th ult., 
reports detention at the Woosung Bar, 
which is ironically described as tho 
“Heaven-sent Barrier; also that tho 
steamers Bombay and Hungarian were in 
similar case. It is only a question of time, 
when something will have to be done by 
somebody to remove this obstacle. Every 
year, for several years past, we have noticed 
that the number of steamers detained 
greater, and that vessels of a certain draught, 
which a few years ago wore never stopped 
at the Bar, are now frequently compelled 
to anchor and wait for water, All this 
tends to but one conclusion—that the 
channel is silting up gradually; conse- 
quently the nuisance must be removed 
when the time arrives that it has become 
so great as to be no longer bearable, 

‘Tho Marine Court of Enquiry appointed 
by Government to enquire into the conduet 
of the officers of the steamers Braemar 
Castle and Breconshire, on the occasion of 
the sinking of the former vessel at Penang 
owing to her being run into by the latter, 
has concluded its investigation. ‘The certifi- 
cates of the officers of both vessels were 
returned, and the Court held that the 
collision was entirely duo to the steamer 
Breconshire not answering her helm owing 
to the combined effects of an eddy which 
caught her on the starboard bow, and a 
squall which took her aft and prevented 
her answering hor helm as she ought to 
have. ‘The eaptain of the Breconshire ‘was, 
however, “censured” for not having 
anchored as soon as he found his vessel 
was not answering her helm; but the 
Court took the opportunity of expre 
its high opinion of the professional qualities 
of the other officers of the vessel. 

‘The China Mail says :—An interesting 
point arises in connection with the shooting 
by one of the new officers (Mr. Page) of 
one of the Chinese revenue cruisers of a 
Chinaman who was making off with ‘some 
ballsof opium from one of the C.M.S.N. Co.'s 
steamers some time ago; we mentioned the 
case at the time. ‘The Chinese authorities, 
in whose service ho had been, exonerated 
him entirely ; but the British Consul, 
considering that a British subject had 
been guilty of homicide, culpable or other- 
wise, held that the caso was ono which 
should be enquired into, and he accordingly 
held a formal investigation with the natural 
result,—the Consul not having the power 
to deal with such cases himsolf—that the 
accused was committed for trial, ‘The case 
will be tried either at Shanghai or ‘before 
the Supreme Court here, probably before 
the latter, which would be much more 
convenient thati the other. ‘The interesting 
point in the case will be, that here we 
have a British subject, engaged legally 
according to treaty in the service of a 
foreign Government, shooting a subject of 
that foreign Government, acquitted honour- 
ably by that Government, and now being 
tried by his own countrymen.

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THE EMPEROR'S FATHER. 


‘Tae Emperor’s father is kuown as 
Ol’an Ch’in Wang or the Seventh 
Prince. His residence is seen from the 
wall of the Tartar city, n little to the 
west of the Imperial elephant stables, 
aud not far from, the south catiedral, 
‘As no foreigners have ever visited the 
Princbs in their homes, travellers have 
but 6 dim idea of their local surround- 
ings, Tho positions of the olephaut 
stables, where there are now seven 
apocimens of that, favourite drought 
animal of Chinese monarchs, and of 
the cathedral, from the top of which a 
fine view is obtained of the city, are, 
however, woll kuown, 

‘Tho Emperor's father goes frequently 
to the palace and has audiences of the 
Empresses. He is never present at 
the daily morning audiences when the 
Ministers ond othera are received. 
Boing father of the Emperor, he can- 
not call himself “ your slave.” Ou this 
account he is debarred from holding 
avy officos whatever. His influence 
consists in the opportunities he has 
of communicating bis views to the 
Empresses at the audiences to which 
ho is invited by thom. Doubtless he 
had much to do with, the anti-Russion 
feeling which arose in the Court at the 
bogiuning of this year. 

During the reign of bis nephew, the 
last Emperor, be held high military 
rauk, and this must have nourished 
martial ardour in his. mind, ‘This 
would be espovinlly the case after 
Colonel Gordon lad changed his rough 
levies into a victorious army and 
Western drill was introduced into 
Poking. ‘That new, department of the 
army which practises European rifle 
drill was commenced in Peking fifteen 
years ago. A fow thonsands can now 
use the rifle. Part of them have gone 
to fight the Russians, in Hsiu Obiang. 
The oontrol of the ordinary and rifle- 
armed troops was entrusted to the 
Seventh Prince, und his, confidence in 
the fighting capabilities of tho army 
would naturally iucreaso when he 
reviewed the rifle corps. When he 
heard of the re-conquest of Kashgar 
and the other Mahomedan cities, he 
would be still more convinced that 
China has now an army which need 
not fear enemies, even though they be 
Russians. 

‘The Conrt of Peking has during late 
years been greatly exhilarated by two 
important events. Que, the putting 
down of the Taiping rebellion, occurred 
in the reign of Tang Chib; the. other, 
the recovery of Kashgar, happened in 
the present reign. Both have tended 
to give the Chinese more consciousness 
of security and self-reliance. 

‘This may account for the boldness 
with which a few mouths ago a war 
with Russia was talked about. Enrly 
in this year the whole Court was in 
ferment. Animosity against Russia 








was the role, Moderation was the 
exception. Now the feeling has sub- 
sided, and the Court atmosphere is 
peaceful in its aspect. Ocensionally 
the question is still heard there, what 
sey the telegrams about Russia? But 
the telegrams have been mute on this 
subject. Hence those who say, guid 
nunc? are merely asking what -post 
will be giveu to Mau Chang-hsi, just 
returned from mourning the death of 
bis mother for the required interval, or 
some such event of the time. 

The flood of indignation against 
Russia which has so soon ebbed was 
very much due to the Seventh Prince, 
His brother, Prinee Kung, had been 
rogarded as the friend of foreigners in 
the reigu of Tung Cbib, and was the 
most prominent man at Court during 
that period. The reign of Kwang Si 
introduced the Seventh Prince to power, 
if not recognised, at all events renl. 
Hoe hind not mot Europeaus. Ho was 
educated with the usual prejudices 
against them. He came on the arena 
with auti-foreign colours. He would 
rather fight Europeans than admit them 
to an Imperial audience, as had been 
done in the last reign. But his abilities 
are not equal to those of his brother, 
and his brother’s views are founded on 
much actual experience, knowledge of 
Enropeans, and practice in foreign 
diplomacy. The Seventh Princo is 
learning important lessous from this 
year’s events, ‘The flood tido of indigua- 
tion has proved very expensive. Large 
sums have been despatched to main- 
tain troops at all points vulnerable tu 
Russia, China has been on a war 
footing. Tt ig possible to spend a great 
deal of money in preparing for war 
without actually going to war. In the 
end, should the Russian demands be 
conceded, China will have two bills to 
pay instead of one, Perhaps the Prince | 
is now conscious that the largo expendi- 
ture for-war purposes might have been 
avoided by exhibiting a more peaceable 
demeanour. He may also be ov the 
way to the conclusion that the cost to 
China, according to the terms of the 
coming treaty in Jand and money, will 
not be less than by the treaty of Livadia, 
aud may be greater. 

Perbaps it may be allowed that 
there was uo undue influence ia the 
selection of the present Emperor. It 
was required by the Inw that in select 
ing @ son for adoption of the late 
Emperor, he should be at leat thirteen 
years younger. ‘I'he present Emperor* 
was, we are told, selected not by the 
Dowager Empresses alone, but with 
the fall aid and advice of the Princes 
of the Imperial family aud the Cabinet 
Ministers. Common consent indicates 
that he was tho right princo and that 
no one with superior claim to the 
snocession was passed over. But he 
might have been named adopted son to

Tung Chib, Why was he made 
successor by state adoption to Hsien 
Féng instead ? It is a curious question 
how far the influence of the Seventh 
Prioce and of the Dowager Empresses 
caused this shadow of disparagement 
to fall on the memory of the last 
Emperor. It was on account of this 
disparagement that Wa K’o-tu commit 
ted suicide at his faneral in the spring 
of Jast year. When the memorial of 
Wa K’o-tu bad been read by the 
Empresses, answer was given that it 
was at the option of the young 
Emperor himself when he came of 
age to make any modification that 
might appear necessary in the succes- 
sion documents, by issuing a new edict 
on the subject. To the outside 
observer it seems as if Wu K’o-tu bad 
genuine loyalty. ‘There may be some 
reason unknown to us for showing less 
special hononr to the last Emperor 
than to the last Emperor bat one, who 
stood in the relation of husband to the 
Dowager Empresses and elder brother 
to the Seventh Prince. Suicide on 
account of it was whut no one expected, 
and only one of the obsequions crowd 
that assisted at the Imperial funeral 
felt called on to dio for what appears to 
the foreign spectator a not very imporb- 
ant principle. Yet that single death 
must have chilled the hearts of all the 
more superstitions among the Princes, 
Empresses and grandes who, joined 
to make the document which settled 
the succession. 

The present minority will Jast five 
or six more years. Woe shall then 
kuow if the voluntary death of a loyal 
officer on account of an alleged 
wrong committed against his deceased 
sovereign will lend to any change, either 
for,the sake of justice or from super- 
stitions fear. We shall also then learn 
whether the Emperor's father will 
recoive a title including the word 
Hwang, “Emperor,” with some prefix 
to indicate that he enjoys honour with- 
out governing anthority. 








MUNICIPAL DIVFIOULTIES AND THE POST 
OFFICES, 
Coxcrarotars ourselves as we may and 
do on the excellence of the goneral 
organisation of this community, and 
the model that we are to other less 
favoured settlements, there aro still 
many things to be amended before 
we can have the right to consider 
ourselves perfect. Our local govern- 
ment is very apt to show signs of 
breaking down before any opposition. 
It is so much a voluntary association, 
that if any resident proposes to disregard 
the rales that the majority have agreed 
on by which to procure and preserve 
the good order and peace of the 
community, it is often found difficult 
to coerce him. Year by year the namber 
of interests in the Settlement inoreases 
while their quality varies, and arrange- 
ments that worked well in earlier years 
aro found wauting as time goes on. 
Closer communication with Home has 
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altered to some extent the character 
and standing of the people who conduct 
commercial operations here; and when 
these operations are conducted entirely 
by telegraph from London, as they are 
now in many cases, there are fewer 
responsible people to choose from to 
whom to entrast the government of the 
city. Tho great exodus also that there 
has been of late years to suburbs not 
included in manicipal limits, bas tended 
to wonken to some extent the public 
interest in the well-being of the Con- 
cesaions, and it would be uot difficult 
to show how injurious in some ways 
this dispersion of ihe foreign popula- 
tion has been. The transfer to absentee 
landlords of a large portion of the 
Concessions themselves has wrought 
evils which have been often pointed 
out at Ratepayers’ meetings; and this is 
an injury which there seems no possi- 
bility of correcting, though it will 
probably be mitigated in the forth. 
coming new Land Regulations. Our 
efforts towards progress are farther 
limited by the anomalous position taken 
towards the Settlements by the Chinese 
lords of tho soil, and the difficnity of 
determining 80 jurisdiction 
ends and municipal coercion begins over 
the myriads of untives for whose use our 
small parcels of territory are being 
rapidly covered by Chinese houses. 
Month by month foreign houses are 
pulled down, foreign gardens are routed 
up to make way for the uninteresting, in 
‘an esthetic sense, rows of cottages and 
shops peopled with hordes of blue-clnd 
Chinamen, It is not many years ago 
that it was thought possible for the 
Ratepayers to decree that no China 
houses should be built enstward of the 
Honan Road; now probably half of 
the land between that road and the 
river is covered with them. We note 
another blot in the absence of any 
proper building regulations; and any 
speculator may safely, if he chooses, 
erect in our midst a row or a block of 
shanties, all of which would fall au 
envy prey if one caught fire. Some of 
‘us would consider the constant obstrue- 
tions caused by jinrikshas and wheel- 
barrows as a blemish on our fair fame, 
but such grumblers we regard as hyper- 
critical, and would class them with 
the selfish drivers who would like to 
see all Chinese carringes excluded from 
the Bubbling-Well Rond. 

There is one grievance to which wo 
propose to draw attention this morn- 
ing, which is borne without much overt 
complaining, but which is really 
serious nuisance. We allude to the 
plurality of post-offices. At the present 
moment a firm in business here bas to 
do business with no less than six post- 
offices, keep in ils drawers as many 
separate sets of stamps, and if it wants 
its letters quickly on the arrival of the 
respective mails, subscribe for a box at 
the headquarters of most of these 
institutions. The American, the Eng- 
lish, the French, the Japanese, the 
Local and the Customs’ post-offices 
each claim tribute from us, and if the 











Hambarg line of steamers, or the 
threatened invaders, the Austrian 
Lloyds, ever attain to the dignity of 
carrying mails, we shall no doubt see 
German aud Austrian post-offices also 
established in our midst, Another 
reagontodeprecatea war between Russia 
and China is, that were the former to 
succeed, and then to enlarge her borders 
toward Corea, we should before long 
see even a Russian postal department, 
and have to provide oursclves with 
stamps the very denominations of 
which it would require an exhausting 
education to decipher. Six plagues 
we have, we must pray to bo 
delivered from a seventh, It is time 
that some genius in or out of the 
Manicipality grappled with this griev- 
ance, and gave us one central office 

illing to receive mails from, and 
despatch them to, all parts of the 
civilised and uncivilised world. The 
present system is a relic of the good 
old days when the letters for n few 
disorganised residents came to their 
respective Consuls, who charged a small 
fee for distributing them; but it is 
ridieulons that while Hongkong, with 
as many nationalities engaged in a 
correspondence as divergent as ours, 
and carried by as many different lines 
of steamers, bas only ove post-office 
and one set of stamps, we should be 
tied and bound in such an antiquated 
set of arravgements as we are. The 
question of a Chinese Government postal 
service has beon frequently mooted, and 
every now and then we hear that it is 
soon coming into existence; but the 
happy tidings soon dies out, and we go 
on grumbling and paying less than 
threepence-halfpenny for a half-ounce 
letter to London if we send it to the 
Yang-king-pang, and fivopence if we 
deposit it in Peking Road, tho same 
steamer taking it in each case at tho 
same speed. The example of what has 
beev done in Japan shows that Home 
Governmenta are not likely to raise 
objections, whenever China is willing 
to undertake ber obvious duty; and 
the Customs, to whom it is said the 
new service will be entrusted, is not 
likely to be deterred by the puerile 
vaticinntions of fossils at the out-ports, 
who imagine that their correspondence 
is so valuable and importaut that 
Commissioners of Customs will stop 
the post to unfasten and read the 
contents of their letters. For each 
nationality to keep up its own post- 
office is as rational in these days as it 
would be for each Consul to keep his 
own policemen, or for each resident to 
repair and light the section of roadway 
before his own door. 





























‘THE PORTE AND THE POWERS. 
We are glad to know, for the sake of 
European pence, that our remarks a 
few mornings since on the cession of 
Dalcigno were rather premature than 
ill-founded. The Porte did its best so 
to make use of the jealousies of the 
Powers as to dissolve their agreement 





and frustrate the naval demonstration, 
but the new machinery tried by Mr, 
Gladstone and Lord Granville has done 
its work, and one piecé more of the 
Berlin treaty is satisfactorily executed. 
By numerous delays the Sultan almost 
succeeded in making the world believe 
that his diplomacy would be too much 
for the united intentions of the Powers, 
and the vacillation of the French, who 
openly announced that, though their 
ships had joined the international. fleot, 
they would not be allowed to take any 
part in coercive measures, nearly broke 
up the international concert, Now 
machinery is apt to work with some 
roughness at tho first attempt, and 
this concert of the Powers has been no 
exception to the rule, But the work is 
done. Unfortunately it has not been 
done without some fighting, fighting 
for which the Turk is entirely respon. 
sible. Like another Frankenstein, ho 
conjured up the Albanian monster to 
impose on the fears of Hurope and bar 
the progress of the Montenegrins ; but 
the monster bas turned on the hand 
that called it into being, and the Turks 
have hed to fight to dispossess the 
Albanians and hand their town over 
to Prince Nicholas. We should all 
rejoice that this satisfaction of tho 
ambition of the Black Mountaineers 
has quenched one of the fires of 
European disturbance, and the mode 
in which it has been done has created 
most valuable precedent when similar 
questions come before the arbiters 
of Europe, It is curious, as the 
Pall Mall remarks, that Conservative 
speakers in England with the samo 
mouth praise Lords Benconsfiold and 
Salisbury for the Berlin treaty, 
and blame Mr. Gladatone for trying 
to execute its hitherto unfulfilled 
conditions. But there is some reason 
for this apparent inconsistency, Ever 
since the last Tarko-Rnssian war 
broke out, Liberal states: have 
endeavoured to show that it might 
have been avoided bad England not © 
withdrawn at the time of the Berlin 
note. They have declared that Turkey 
dared not defy the uuited summons of 
Europe; bat the late Government 
refused to listen to the argument, It now 
appears from an inspired article in the 
Nouvelle Revue that the ulterior means 
of pressure vontemplated by the 
framers of the Berlin memorandum 
was a joint naval demonstration by 
the Great Powers; aud had the late 
Government displayed as much wisdom 
in acceding to this as Mr. Gladstone 
has done, the war might bave been 
avoided and Tarkey would not bave 
lost 60 large a slice of Ler Raropeau 
aud Asiatic possessions. Wo aro 
informed now thathadthe Porte held out 
to the last egainst the naval demonstra- 
tion, oar Government was prepared to 
seize the port aud town of Smyrna asa 
material gnarantee, and it was when 
the Sultan found that we were in 
earnest, and that with all his attempts 
to detach some of the Powers, no one 
of them would come to his assistance, 
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he agreed, to the cession of Daleigno, 
and sent troops to coerce the Albanians. 

‘Pho telegram that brings us news 
of the conclusion of this protracted 
affair informs us also that Greece is 
tnwilling to be bonod by the decisions 
of the Conference. A most enigmatical 
statement. We have already shown 
how unfairly Greece has been treated. 
‘At the urgent request of the other 
Powers, she held her hand when by 
joining’ Servin and Rossin she could 
easily have taken as much of Thessaly 
gs she desired, and now that peace has 
boon made she has been left out in the 
cold. Relying on the plighted faith oF 
Burope,she hnsmade greatsncrifices and 
exertions to prepare-a sufficient force 
to occupy the promised additions to 
hor territory, and from the latest mail 
news we gather that she is to be left to 
fight her battles alone. Tt is true that 
the Powora refused the promise that 
tho Sultan tried to exact, that if he 
gave way about Dulvigno, no more 
naval demonstrations should be made 
on his coasts; but France has cooled 
down, the other European Powors aro 
like Germany and Italy, indifferent, or 
like Austria and Russia, distinctly 
hostile to the little country, and Mr. 
Gladstone, Greooe’s grentest friend, 
Lins justly snid that it is not for us to 
take up hor cause single-handed. ‘The 
nows doled out to us in tho semi- 
woekly telegrams is so fragmentary 
that we do not even know what Con- 
ference it is to whose conclusions 
Greek refuses hor assent. It may 
possibly mean tho Berlin treaty, which 
only recommended Turkey to rectify 
hor Greek frontier, or it may be some 
later Conference; we do know that 
Greece is very unwilling to see all her 
exertions and sacrifices thrown awny, 
and is as determined as Lord Bencons- 
fiold himself on getting a scientific 
frontier. Oue other item in the telegram 
is, if anything, more enigmatic than 
the sentence about Greece ; it is that the 
English Government has made represen- 
tations to Russia about the Kurdish 
outbreak It needs another Cowen 
or Urquhart to fathom what Russia 
has to do with the wild vagaries of 
these turbulent’ Kurds. The latest 
scone of their activity has been Persia ; 
it would seem from the wording of the 
telegram that Russin had beon abetting 
the Kurds, but what object Russia 
could have in setting the Kurds on 
Porsia, it is difficult to see. Russia may 
want an excuse for entering Persia as 
a friend in order to control the Kurds, 
with a viow of oxtending her Caspiau 
provinces southward atPersia’s expense, 
but this seems little credible except to 
the most arrant Russophobe. We 
must wait six weeks for the mail to 
enlighten us, and probably it will not 
be the first time that what has looked 
very alarming in a telegram, turns dut 
when the mail arrives to occupy @ very 
small place among the occurrences of 
the day.” 














BRIBERY AT ELECTIONS. 
Ir is not a little astonishing to find 
how small an amount of respect fncts 
have for prophecies. ‘The introduction 
of machinery was to be the ruin of the 
workivg-man, railways were to render 
horses valueless, and the reform of the 
igation laws was to bring ruin to 
ping interests of Great Britain, 
Yet day by day the working-man is 
becoming “more powerful, horses are 
required in uambers never before dreamt 
of, and year by year the tonnage sailing 
under the British flag increases, and, as 
wo lately remarked, has now reached 
the proportion of 58 per cent. of the 
whole tonnage of the civilised world. 
But there was one point on which all 
were agreed, viz., that the introduotion 
of the ballot would greatly reduce if 
it did not absolutely annihilate bribery. 
‘The supporters of the ballot maintained 
that one strong argument in favour of 
its adoption was that it would render 
bribery impossible; most of its opponents 
admitted that it would render it difficult, 
‘and if a few did contend that under it 
bribery would be as rampant as ever, 
their statements were founded less on 
reason than on a hatred of the system, 
and were little more than the assertions 
of individuals who refused to seo 
anything good in» system which they 
detested. But facts are too strong for 
arguments, and the state of affairs 
which the enquiries of the election 
commissions have Intely revealed to 
us is most humiliating. 

We do uot say that the mau who 
would take a bribe would pick a pocket, 
and so consequently do not consider it 
to be anch a sign of moral degradation 
as makivg a pun was supposed to be 
by one of our great authors, but wo do 
think tbat the standard of morality 
must be very low when proceedings such 
as we read of in the Home papers are 
possible, We find a man standing up 
unblushingly and saying that he received 
£8 from one side and £4 from the other, 
but bad too much beer on the day of 
election, and could nob vote at all. 
‘Another says he received £5 from the 
Liberals, but voted for the Conservatives 
to pay ont the Liberals for having 
treated him badly at the last election. 
‘Another receives high wages for watch- 
ing a flag-pole which, ns far as appears, 
he saw when he was leaving his house 
in the morning and when ho 
returning at night. Another takes 
rent for bis honse from both parties, 
and seems to think it is all right 
because it was used by neither, while 
the innumerable multitude of voters 
who were not asbamed to be employed, 
or rather to be paid, as messengers, flag 
men and canvassers is perfectly appall- 
ing. But to our mind the mere fact 
of the existence of bribery, either in its 
grossest form of o direct payment 
for a vote or in its somewbat more 
refined form of a payment for 
services which are not rendered, and 
are never expected to be rendered, is 
not the worst feature of the case. The 
way in which the evidence given in 


























Court is received by the public proves 
that a very large section of the com. 
munity looks upon bribery with feelings 
of anything but disgust. It was only the 
other day that a man was imprisoned 
simply for saying or rather hinting 
that he could bribe e member of 
Parliament, yet we find the acceptance 
of a bribe by a voter looked upon as 
legitimate business. We read of a 
man saying he got a largo sum 
of money to pay to nine voters, 
but finding eight had already voted 
ho kept the bulk to himself. We 
hear of another who did not know if 
anything had been paid to his wife for 
@ room, excusing himself by saying 
women are so close, but who afterwards 
says the sum was £3, One man who 
bad taken money from both sides was 
asked if his sons would not be very 
angry when they found out what he 
had done, but he snid no they had too 
much respect for their father. One 
can understand the Commissioners say- 
ing to this man that if he got respect 
it was more than he deserved, but 
there are few remarks of this sort. 
The one word which appears most 
regularly in the reports of all the 
enquires is “laughter.” The Court, the 
witnesses, and the public apparently look 
upon the whole affair as a good joke. 
When a man says ho was bribed by 
one side but voted for the other 
becanse he could not change his 
principles, there is Iaughter. Another 
witness is asked how many righteous 
men there were in the borongh 
during the election, and he answers 
none, and adheres to his answer even 
when asked if he will not except the 
six election agents. Jooular questions 
are put to the witnesses, jocular answers 
are-returned, and the public laughs. 
For this there can be no exonse except 
perhaps that the jokes are very poor 
and aro soon forgotten. 

Enquiries are being held which will 
probably end in the disfranchisoment 
of one or more boroughs, yet the men 
by whose misdeeds the political extino- 
tion of their native town is brought 
about are Jooked upon as clever fellows. 
Until bribery is looked upon as disgraco- 
ful on the part of both giver and receiver, 
there is little hope of improvement, 
The ballot bas rather increased than 
diminished the evil. While it renders 
it impossible to make sure of the 
individual voter, it has opened the door 
to more general bribery, and both sides 
know that they must sow money broad- 
cast, and that in many places it may 
be taken as certain that the side that 
spends most must win. The idea 
seems to be gaining ground that the 
proper method is not to disfranchise 
the borough, but to imprison those who 
deal in bribes. There appears to be 
much to commend this proposal, but 
there may be a little difficulty in 
deciding what amount of knowledge of 
what is going on should be required 
to make a candidate or his agent or 
supporters criminally liable. This, 
however, may well be left to the Inw 
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Courts; they would doubtless require 
strict proof of guilty knowledge. That 
® candidate may sometimes find bim- 
self surrounded’ by bribery and corrup- 
tion without being responsible aud 
without being able to. interfere is 
unquestionable, and indeed is brought 
out in some of the present enquiries, 
but this'is not always the case, and if 
corrupt practices prevail at an election 
of‘ which the candidate is ignorant, we 
think we are justified in saying he 
mast be better fitted for Harlswood than 
for Westminster. 





SOCIAL. SCIENCE. 
‘Tap Social Science Congress has just 
gone through its avunal perforumnee, 
the city of Edinburgh having thix year 
been the scone. An immense uomber 
of papers were road and discussed, bub 
excopt: in those departments in which 
the shricking sisterhood lifted up their 


voices: against the iniqnity of man, the! 


proceedings seem to have heen of the 
dallest, Sociul science, as a title for av 
association, opens a very wide vista, 
and might include almost everything 
that refers to the ordinary life of man. 
Tt is, to be sure, rather an indefinite 
title; and when woe try to form 
an. opinion from the subjects, of the 
papers which have been read to the 
public this year, wo are perploxed by 
their diversity, and by the dificulty of 
classing some of them as having any- 
thing whatever to do with science. 
When one reads that different-depart- 
ments of the Cougrows were ni the 
same time occupying themselves with 
papers on the reintion of art to social 
soience, on orime, education, sewers, 
divorce, and tho silver question, with 
incidental discussion on such mattors 
as the half-time system of mixed 
physical aud mental training, rent, and 
railway accidents, we cau only wonder 
fat the goodness which “leads sume 
people to write aud read so much in 
the hope of benefiting the world. 
The reward of these authors is but 
small; © paragraph in the newspaper 
that Mr. Mrs., or Miss So-nnd-so rend 
& paper, a few lines desoribing in the 
boldest manner the views of (he anthors, 
and: the briefest possible record of the 
discussion on the opinions contained in 
it,ia all the reward for days aud nights of 
labour. Yet-this is considered sufficient; 
to judge by the large number of people 
who compose and deliver such essays, 
and travel cousiderable distances to 
take part in the proceedings of the 
Congresses. 

Tho opening address wus delivered 
by Lord Reay, a Scotch Datchman, 
who has been naturalised within recent 
yeara, During Mr, Gladstone's Mid- 
lothian campaign lust year Lord Reay 
attended almost all Iris meetings, aud 
since then he has heen sednlous in 
keeping himself before the public. 
His address was chiefly occapied with 
diplomatic matters, and wasso humdram 
in style that we observe the Home 
newspapors have been sorely exercised 























to be complimentary, and have scarcely 
been able to avoid the candid admission 
that it was all very dull. But as soon 
as the Congress proceeded to real 
business, that is, to the reading of 
papers and commenting upon them, the 
Indies who honoured and enlightened it 
with their presence, made it at once 
impossible to Iny the charge of dullness 
against some of the departments. ‘The 
inevitable Miss Lydia Becker was 
present, aud relieved her mind of some 
of its bitterness against man and his 
misdoings in the matter of law-making. 
So anjust and bad were the laws of 
man that Miss Becker declared she 
knew many ladies who preferred to 
remain unmarried rather than come 
under them; and a few other Indies 
were exceedingly explicit in their 
language and very direct in the views 
they expressed in support of their 
friend Miss Becker. When two gentle- 
nien ventured to express a mild surprise 
at some of the misdeeds which the 
ladies attributed to men, and wondered 
what sort of company the fair lecturers 
had beon keeping, and what kind of 
husbands some of them had, they 
wore very smartly disposed of by a 
matron who said that it was only women 
with good husbands who dared to 
speak on this question—that is, on the 
marriage laws. 

Every now and then the Indies had 
these smart deadly skirmishes with the 
gentlemen, nud redeemed the procec 
of the Congress from utter dulluess, 
They said what they had to say in the 
distinct manner which their sex so 
often expresses itself, and so afforded a 
pleasant contrast to the ambiguity of 
many of the gentlemen. In such 
questions as the Insy of divorce, some 
unmarried Indies declared very strong 
opinions, and in one instance one of 
them described with which of two very 
bad sorts of husbands she would prefer 
to live. But apart from the amuse. 
ment which is to be obtained from 
these passnges, the records of this 
year’s meeting of the Social Science 
Congress are very dull reading. Papers 
on an infiuitude of subjects, many of 
which can scarcely bo brought within 
the range of social science, were rend, 
but the authors were dull men or 
active bores. No paper of striking 
originality was delivered, and the news- 
papers, which seem to ave been relying 
‘on the Congress for the subjects of 
leaders during the dull season, appear 
to have had great difficulty in finding 
anything in its doings worthy of com- 
ment. ‘Tho whole affnir bas been stale, 
fiat and auprofitable; nor are matters 
likely to improve in the future with 
such societies as this for the promotion 
of-social science, After a few years 
almost all has been said which men 
care to hear ;,eveu when the scope of 
subjects, which may be written and 
spoken of, is so wide as in this Social 
Science Society ; aud after that the wise 
cease to speuk or to listen, audthuse who 
are not distingnished by wisdom take 
their places. It is uot to be expected, 























however, that such congresses as this 
we have been noticing will cease to bo 
held. They, no doubt, supply-a waut 
which is felt by many cultivated people, 
Given leisure, money, and either a com- 
mand of words or the habit of allowing 
words to take command of one, thére 
is to many people a constant. tempta- 
tion to have one’s say ont, when it 
ouly costs a certtin: amouut of labour 
and money. Against these: expendi: 
tures there is all the plensure ‘of a 
little fleeting notoriety, the meeting and 
associating with many people who are 
really holiday-making, but pretend 
they are working in tho cause of science, 
and being received as visitors of some 
distinction in the cities and towns in 
which the congresses aro held. In a 
city like Edinburgh, it is very likely 
that the gratification to be: derived 
from this last consideration might be: 
greater than in places where life and 
thought are more active. Edinburgh 
lives upon its past, but her inbabitauts 
do not know this, and those who go 
among them with the inteution of 
enlightening the world with papers 
with high-sounding titles, might quite 
ensily permit themselves to be deluded 
into the belief that they were meeting 
men of the style and the calibre who 
made her famous in the days of the 
past, And there is nothing in the 
benring of an Edinburgh man or woman 
of the present day which would make 
astranger doubt that they hold them- 
selves to be the equals of all the great 
dead who have made their city illus. 
trious, For when all that made her 
famous has disappeared, tho solf- 
complacency of her ivhabitants happily 
remains unimpaired,

labour to the accomplishment of their ideas. 
‘The present field of operations is the Raco 
Course at “Otter Creek,” and the work 
referred to consists in levelling up a slight 
depression in the Race Course with the 
“filling in” that serves to keep the road 
passable. The money with which this new 
expenditure is to be met, comes, I hear, 
from the prolife “ Scavenger Corps Fund,” 
but the streets have to remain in their 
normal deplorable state till some futura 
day, the date of which is unknown. There 
is no money to wash down the corners of 
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the streets or make oven a semblance of 
tidiness. ‘These are matters evidently of 
no importance compared with the one I 
have just referred to. Italso seems within 
the limits of possibility that by presents 
of game or ‘friendly interviews” pressure 
may. be brought to bear on the native 
officials to enable our amateur engincers 
to carry their mania further afield. ‘There 
ean be no doubt that we live in stirring 
times, aud are prepared to go to any 
Jongth to find employment for our idle 
brains and hands,

HONGKONG. 

It is notified in tho Gazette that His 
Excellency the Governor has been pleased 
to rocoguise provisionally, and until further 
notice, M. G. Lomairo as in charge of the 
French Consulate at Hongkong, vice M. 
Pierret, appointed Consul at Rio Janeiro. 

‘We note that an opponent to the Manila 
lottery has appeared in the field. The new 
lottery is ostensibly originated in Japan, 
but there is reason to suppose that it is a 
purely local enterprise.

With’ the commencement of tho cold 
weather the wealthy merchants aro begin- 
ning to display their liberality by distribut- 
ing cotton jackets to the beggars, One 
man gave away several hundred pieces of 
clothing afew days ago. 

‘A proclamation has boon issued by the 
Provincial Judge strictly prohibiting gamb- 
ling of all doscriptions and giving warning 
that offenders will be aeverely punished, 
more particularly yamén runners who may 
be found implicated in any offence of the 
kind. 

In the western suburb, volunteers are 
rapidly enrolling themsolves, and will 
shortly practice on the parade ground, the 
exponse being defrayed by the residents of 
the suburb. ; 

Further particulars of the fire in the 
mat-shed theatre at Sai Chew, in the Nam 
Hoi district, give the number of deaths at 
850. Of these 620 are women and children. 
Some 250 bodies were so burnt as to be 
unrecoguisable by their friends. Tho

It is ninety-threo feet long, exclusive of 
annexes of @ chapel and some bath-rooms 
and kitchon, thirty-six feet broad and three 
storeys high; and has cost between three 
and four thousand dollars. Of the cost, 
83,000 have been contributed by the 
American Womans’ Board for establishing 
Missionary Female Schools, and the 
romainder by other friends of Miss Noyes. 
‘The buildings aro now adequate to the 
accommodation of one hundred women and 
girls, and applications aro numerous.

‘NAGASABT. 


The change of weather, which had been 
threatening for some time past, broke out 
with terrific force on the 25th ultimo, 
since which time strong northwesterly 
winds, accompanied with thunder, lightning, 
hail and rain, have incessantly prevailed. 
Some of the squalls, although of short 
duration, have been very severe. No 
damage has, however, been sustained in 
harbour. The blue-funnel steamer Anchises 
has been deterred from commencing her 
‘voyage, and on the 26th the Chingtak put 
back, being out two days, bound northward. 
‘The rain has openly exposed the disgrace- 
ful condition of most of the streets in the 
settlement, more especially the bund, the 
numerous faults in which were either 
invisible or were not so prominently notice- 
able during the long spell of fine weather 
which prevailed up to a few days ago. It 
is to be hoped the road surveyors have 
taken notice of it. 

The French corvette Champlain arrived 
from Shanghai on the 22nd ult., and left 
again on the 24th for Kobe, vid the 
Inland Sea. On the same day the 
Iron Duke steamed a few miles outside 
the harbour for gun and torpedo prac- 
tice, returning the following day. The 
Tron Duke is expected to leave shortly 
for Hongkong. ‘The four following 
men-of-war are expected, and will, upon 
arrival, complete the Russian squadron 
under Admira Lessowsky ;—Geneval-Admi- 





ral and Duc d'Edimbourg, iron-clads ; and 
Opritchnik and Vestnik, clippers. 

On the 2ist ult., a large party of 
foreigners and Japanese visited Takasima 
to witness the opening of No. 1 pit again 
after the fire. Some thirty guests were 
entertained at tiffin, and at three o'clock, 
thanks to the untiring exertions of Messrs. 
Stoddart and Waters, seconded by the 
European and Japanese officers and work- 
men, coal was hoisted, and we are glad to 
say that the mine is now in full working 
order again, Too much praise caunot be 
given to those in charge of the mines 
for the way in which they have worked 
night and day at the repairs. Althongh 
the pumping and winding: engines, 
pit head frame, workshops, and boiler- 
houses were completely burned down, 
and the shaft itself burned to the depth 
of some 30 or 40 feet, which necessitated 
new timbering, it took but 15 days 
from the time the fire was extinguished 
in the shaft till coal was again hoisted. 
The Jnpanese engineers and workmen 
are highly spoken of by Messrs. Stoddart 
and Waters for the way in which they 
worked, and considering that some of the 
heavy timber for the pit head frame had to 
be imported from Shanghai, the short time 
taken for the repairs reflects great praiso 
‘on all concerned. —Rising Sun. 








OSAKA. 

About half-past threo o'clock on the 
morning of the 26th ult., the fire-bells 
rang, and Hichi-chome, Nishiyoko-bori, was 
fouud to be in flames. The fire rapidly 
spread and crossed the canal, but the 
exertions of the firemen were successful in 
confining the flames to the small streets 
the rear of Shim-machi and Junkei-machi 
it was, one hundred and twenty-six 
houses and two godowns were totally 
destroyed before the firo was extinguished, 
and a number of others have beon damaged. 
In the confusion occasioned by the fire, an 
immense crowd got wedged in the narrow 
streets, and one hundred and thirty people 
were more or less soverely injured. ‘Three 
unfortunates were unable to effect an 
eseape from the burning houses aud lost 
their lives, perishing miserably in the flames 
within sight of the spectators, who were 
utterly powerless to rescuo them from their 
territle fate. 


















YOKOHAMA. 
‘The Mitsu Bishi Co. has established an 


office in the Loochoos. On the Emperor's 
birthday a grand display of fireworks was 
made, 

We hear that Mr. de Groote, the 
Belgian Minister to Japan, will shortly 
proceed to the Imperial palace and present 
& decoration he has received from his 
sovereign for the Emperor. 

With reference to the revision of the 
treaties, it is said that officials vested with 
full powers will shortly arrive from every 
foreign country. It is also said to have 
been telegraphed that Sir Henry Parkes 
will not arrive for several months. 

During June and July last there were 
no journalistic prisoners in the Tsukuda- 
jima prison, Tokio, but since August last 
the number has been continually increasing, 
and there are more than ten of them now 
in the prison. They all study diligently, 
and teach the criminals. 

‘The Russian otter-hunting schooner 
North Star, formerly named the Jupiter, 
arrived from the fishing-grounds off the 
coast of Saghalien on the 16th ult. She 
Drought 900 fur seal skins, and 66 fur otter 
pelts, which will produce a good sum in 
the market. The North Star had been on 
shore on the Saghalien coast, but little or 
no damage to the vessel had resulted from 
the accident. 

On the 18th inst. their Majesties the 























Emperor and Empress gave an entertain 
ment at the chrysanthemum gardens, All 


the Princes of. the Blood, Daijin, Sangi, 
Ministers, officials, the Kwazoku possess. 
ing official rank, leading military and naval 
officers, the foreign representatives and 
secretaries, the foreign employés of the 
Government, were received in audience, 
during the’ afternoon, at the palace. 
After refreshments had been served, their 
Majesties strolled out into the gardens, 
the visitors following. ‘The chrysanthe- 
mums were in full ‘blossom and looked 
beautiful. In the evening the gardens 
were brilliantly illuminated with lamps.” 
Another entertainment was then given by 
their Majesties in a villa in the gardens. 
The military aud naval bands and bands of 
native instruments from the Ceremonial 
Burean were present and played in turns, 
All the visitors were highly delighted.—

Tn the year 1868, when similar prepara 
tions had to be made, and accounts of 
expendiluce were sent’ in, the Board of 
‘Works taxed these accounts to the extent of 
‘Tis. 34,800, and in issuing the money on 
this reduced scale, the Board of Revenue 
levied a discount of fifty per cent. on cash 
payments, and twenty-five per cent. on 
payments in Government notes. ‘The result 
was that appropriations had to be made 
from other accounts to repair the deficit, and 
many officers were denounced and cashiered 
for applying public funds to other than 
their legitimate objects. On the present 
occasion the notice given is very short, and 
when, in addition, the high cost of materials 
ig taken into consideration, a repetition of 
the action of the Board must result in rain 
to the applicants. They pray, therefore, that 
their accounts may not be taxed, and’ that 
the money spent may be repaid’ them freo 
ofdiscount. ‘The memorialists, in support 
ing this application, beg to testify to the 
accuracy of the statements made, and point 
out that the expenditure that has recently 
been incurred in this region in connection 
with the movements of troops and defence 
work has already been the source of great 
financial embarrassment to the officials 
who have now been called upon, on very 
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short notice, to prepare for the reception 
of the Imperial Relics —By a Rescript 
appended to the memorial, orders are given 
that all accounts sent in shall be paid $n 
fall, but the responsible officials are warned 
that there must be no fraud or unnecessary 
extravagance.

Foreign 
and Canton goods, the principle articles 
of import, are similarly brought up by 
steamer to ports along the great river, 
avoiding the Kan Prefecture and the Kan 
Kuan by which they used to pass, ‘'his 
station is therefore now entirely dependent 
upon local products sich as timber, sugar, 
toa-oil, etc, for its revenue. ‘I'he rainy 
weather of last winter and autumn proved 
disastrous to the sugar-cane crop and the 
toa-seed crop, which resulted in a smaller 
harvest of local produce than the average, 
while a dull market for pine-wood lower 
down the stream intimidated buyers and 
reduced the export. The revenue for the 
year has nevertheless exceeded that of the 
Previous one by upwards of Tis. 3,300, 
‘though this increase has been met by a 
corresponding decrease in the duties on silk 
collected by the Shanghai Customs on 
behalf of the Kan Kuan Station. The 
Superintendent has now applied for permi 
sion to make good only ten per cent. of hi 
deficit, quoting the precedent of sume four- 
teen or fifteen years ago in support of his 
request, which the memorialist would 
respectfully commend to his Majesty's 
favourable consideration. 

(2) Memorial from Ch’éng Tuan, a 
descendant of the Ming dynasty, whose 
family has been invested with the title of 
Duke, and charged with the periodical 
offering of sacrifices at the tomb of the 
Ming Emperors.

The work pro- 
eceded under the supervision of the two 
Magistrates who held office during thetimeit 
was in progress, and in addition to putting 
the walls into a thorough state of repair, a 
fort was built on the hill outside the town 
that overlooks the walls, a tower in honour 
of the God of Literature was placed at the 
sonth-eastern corner, large barracks were 
constructed vutside the four corners of the 
walls, and four smaller barracks inside the 
walls. Arched bridyes werealsomadeoutside 
the four gates. The whole of these works were 
completed on the 15th of October 1873, at 
a total cost of Ts. 24,220, the substantial 
nature of the materials and workmanship 
being tested by careful inspection. The 
application for the bestowal of rewanis 
upon the contributors and others which 
should have followed was interrupted by 
the famine, but a list of contributors has 
now been sent in with an application that 
rewards may be solicited in the usual 
manner.—By a Restript appended to the 
memorial, the Board concerned ate 
instructed to consider the matter, the list 
of names being likewise sent down to them, 

October 30th.—(1) Memorial from Li

in the Prefectures and sub-Prefectures of 
siang-yang, Au-lu, and Ching-mén have 
for some time past been the resort of 
kidnappers and brigands, and a 
having been issued for their appreher 
the memorialist gave orders for the despatch 
of a party of officers and men who were 
instructed to co-operate with the local 
authorities in the organisation of plans for 
tho capture of these pests to the country. 
In due course, a certain bad character called 
Ta Lieh was arrested in Fu-mén Hsien 
in the An-lu Prefecture and sent to 
‘Wu-ch’ang Fu for trial. The prisoner 
there confessed to the abduction of a 
married woman called Shih, and a girl 
called Huang; also to the sale of other 
women and girls who had been abducted 
by other gangs. Another burglar called 
Ch’én Ta-p'in, belonging to the Sword Rack 
Society, was subsequently arrested and sont 
forward by the Magistrate of the Chung- 
lsiang District, and ho also confessed to 
the abduction of a widow called Liao and 
tho wounding of some man whom he robbed. 
‘The following individuals were also cap 
tured by different Magistrates at one time 
and another. Five men from Hsiang-yang 
Hsien, who confessed to the abduction of 
two women that were raped by each of 
them in turn. Five from u-yung Hsien, 
who confessed to the abduction of two 
women whom they also raped. ‘The guilt 
of these twelve individuals being established 
by careful trial, and each act of abduction 
on their part being accompanied by robbery, 
and, in some instances, murder of the 
parties robbed, orders were given for 
thoir summary execution, One of the 
criminals died in prison before the sentence 
could bo carried out. 

(2) ‘The same officer report the rehearing 
of an appeal caso in which the appellant 
complained that he had been wrongfully 
cha:sed with murder. ‘The circumstances of 
the case are, briefly, as follows. A theatrical 
entertainment was got up at a place called 
Yao Chia Ohi in the Huang-p'i District 
by a family called Liv.

five days afterwards, and the man who 
‘actually delivered the spear-wound which 
ended fatally absconded. His brother, 
who was absent at tho timo of the fray, 
having returned home and hearing that a 
warrant was out for his brother's arrost 
on a charge of murder, jumped to tho 
conelusion that the charge was a malicious 
one, and appealed to the Magistrate, who 
locked him up. The brother who had

ensurate introducing a number of false- 
hoods into his petition with a view to 
exonerating himself and obtaining kis 
brother's release, Ho has now been sen- 
tenced to strangulation, and his brother 
has been released. 

October Slat (1).—A decree deploring 
the death of Cheng Chang, Licutenant- 
Geueral of the Bo ‘llow Mongol 
Banner. ‘The posthumous honours allotted 
to officers of his rank are to he accorded 
him ; all official penalties recorded against 
his name are to be blotted out, and his 
sun is to be presented at Court so soon as 
he shall have reached the proper age. 

(2) Teai-Ts'ai, Censor of the Yunnan 
Circuit and Imperial Olansman, draws 
attention to certain irregularities which he 
declares to exist in the manayement of the 
Imperial stables. At the close of last year 
the Court of the Imperial Stud reported to 
His Majesty that there were a stud groom 
and two under grooms attached to each of 
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the fifteen stables under the charge of the 
Office of the Imperial Stud, the duties of 
the stud grooms being to superintend the 
feeding of the horses and mules, the 
under grooms taking it in turn to sleep in 
the stables and keep watch over the animals. 
The Court went on to explain that there 
was no. stud groom in charge of the 
carts and mules belonging to the Empress 
Dowager, a Secretary only being appointed 
to exercise supervision over this stable in 
addition to his other duties. This officer, 
in the opinion of the Court, could not give 
sufficient attention to the supervision of 
the stables in question, and it was accord- 
ingly requested that a stud groom and 
under grooms should be appointed as in 
the case of the other stables. ‘This sugges- 
tion was agreed to by Imperial decree. ‘Tho 
memorialist has nevertheless been given to 
understand that Ting Oh'ang, the Seoretary 
in charge of the office in question, with 
‘An Chi, Chin Liang, and others, preparers 
of drafis, have had’ the audacity to hood- 
wink their chief, and to transfer one Jung 
Ko, stud groom of the Western Mule 
Stables, to the mule stable of the Empress 
Dowager, and have not, as commanded by 
the decree above referred to, selected a 
man from ene of the rogistery offices ; 
besides appointing under grooms and others 
in a manner that does not accord with the 
instructions laid down in the same decree. 








So audacious and flagrant a disrogard of | 


instructions that had just been issued and 
such disrespectful "deception _ towards 
their chief suggests the suspicion that 
bribery has been at work amongst the 
officers by whom these irregular appoint- 
ments have been made, and in the 
humble opinion of the memorialist such 
proceedings as these are calculated to be 
gradually subversive of constitutional proce- 
dure. The offending persons should be 
dealt with in » genuine manner if proper 
weight is to be attached to the Imperial 
utterances, and a warning held out to those 
who would emulate so cvil an example.

TIENTSIN. 
OPENING OF THE VIOEROY'S HOSPITAL. 
On Thursday, the 2nd of December, the 
new Chinese Hospital at Tientsin, under the 
management of Dr. J. K. Mackenzie, of the 
London Missionary Society, was formally 
opened by His Excellency Li Hung-chang, 
iceroy of the Province of Chihli, &c., ac. 
The occasion was one of special interest, 
and deserves more than a mere passing 
notice. It exhibits a new and important 
phase in the history of medical missions in 





China. Hitherto, the work of these mis- 
sions in this country has been carried on 
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almost entirely by foreign aid, the 
occasional subscriptions received | from 
native sources having been very small 
compared with the large sums raised every 

rear for the stipport of hospital work. 
Unique interest, therefore, attaches to the 
work carried on by Dr. Mackenzie during 
the past fifteen months, seeing that all the 
funds required for its support have been 
derived from native sources. 

‘The history of the new Hospital is as 
follows :—In August, 1879, Dr. Mackenzie, 
Dr. Irwin and Miss Dr. Howard of the 
American Episcopal Methodist Mission, 
rendered valuable medical assistance to 
Lady Li; and in recognition of these 
services, H.E. Li Hung-chang granted toDr. 
Mackenzie and Miss Dr. Howard the uso of 
a portion of the Ta Wang-miao, the hand- 
some memorial temple to Tséng Kuo-fan 
in Tientsin, for the purposes of a dispen- 
sary. Since then, thousands of Chinese, 
including all classes of society, have there 
received medical treatment. "But a difi- 
culty soon presented itself. ‘The temple is 
three miles from the foreign Settlement, 
and Dr, Mackenzie found that it was 
altogether impracticable to give proper 
attention at-that distance to serious cases 
requiring surgical treatment. Such cases 
could not be trusted to the native assistants, 
‘and much time was lost in going to and 
from the city. It was accordingly dete 
mined to erected a Hospital for in-patien 
‘on a portion of the London Mission com- 
pound, When the Viceroy was informed 
of the proposal he gave it his approval, and 

romised to contribute handsomely to the 
Building fund. "Very soon afterwards Dr- 
Mackeuzie rendered valuablo medical help 
to General Chow, and that gentleman 
voluntarily handed over T! for the 
benefit of the Hospital. This timely gift 
suggested the idea of sonding a subscrip- 
tion list to other native officials and gentry 
inTientsin. This was accordingly done, and 
liberal subscriptions soon began to come in, 
Building operations were immediately com- 
monced, and before winter set in a surgery 
was built, and accommodation provided for 
thirty in-patients. Since the building was 
opened, 200 patients have occupied the 
wards. In the beginning of last sumnrer, 
the front and principal portion of the 
Hospital was begun, and has now been 
‘satisfactorily completed. The building 
stands on the east side of the Taku Road, 
which is the main thoroughfare from the 
foreign Settlement to the native city. 

It is built entirely after the style of a 
native temple, Internally, thero are two 
main divisio On the right hand and in 
front there is a commodious dispensary, 
and behind a large drug store-room. | To 
the left of the entrance hall, and in front 
is a spacious waiting-room for patients, 
and to the rear of this are a Chinese recep- 
tion room and two aute-rooms. ‘There is 
ample cellarage below the building. ‘The 
surgery and patients’ wards run off behind 
in two parallel wings. Space has been 
provided for large extensions, which will in 
all probability soon be carried out, allow- 
ing accommodation for about fifty additional 
in-patients. During the past twelve months, 
Dr. Mackenzie has been almost daily 
engaged at the dispensary in the Ta Wang- 
miao, seeing on an average 170 patiénts 
every day. All important surgical cases 
are sent into the new Hospital. We 
should state that from the beginning 
the Viceroy has taken a deep interest in 
the work, aud in the most liberal spirit has 
paid all the expenses attending the work 
both at the Dispensary and at the Hospital. 
During the past fifteen months, he has given 
altogether ‘Ils. 4,000. ‘This sum, besides 
paying a large native staff of assistants, has 
enabled Dr. Mackenzie to purchase a very 
complete set of surgical instruments, and a 
large quantity of drugs aud medical stores. 
Up to the present time, the subscriptions 
received from the Chiuese officials and 
others in aid of the building fund have 
amounted to Tis. 3,980, leaving still 



























































a deficit of about Tis. 700. Tho entire 
sum therefore raised during the past 
fifteen months from native sources is Tis, 
7,380. The subscription list is, however, 
not yet closed, but it is hoped that the 
deficiency will soon be made up. Had it 
not been for disturbing war rumours the 
subscription ‘list would no doubt have been 
closed some months ago. A tablet has 
been erected in the courtyard of the 
Hospital, giving the names of all the 
subscribers and the amounts of their 
donations. The following is a list of 
the principal subscriptions :—H.#, Chung, 
Customs Taotai, Tis.

On the occasion of the opening ceremony, 
the building was profusely decorated with 
flags kindly lent for the purpose by the 
ofticers of the English and Chinese gunboats, 
Amongst the native officials present were 
H.E. Chung, Customs Taotai, HE. Yu, 
Salt Commissioner, H.E. Wu, City Taotai, 
Li Ching-fang, Esq., nephew’ and adopted 
‘on of the Viceroy, and many other officials, 
both civil and military. The roreign 
community were represented by 0. 
Waeber, Esq., Consul for Russia, H. B. 
Bi Esq., British Consul, W. 
ff, Esq., German Consu 
, U.S. jonsul ; G. Detring 
Esq., Commissioner of Customs ; officers 
from tho gunboats, Revs. J Innocent, 
J. Lees, W. Pilcher, &., &e, Whilst 
waiting for the arrival of the Viceroy, 
the visitors inspected tho buildings, 
TLE. the Customs Taotai, well-known 
for his liberal views ‘and kindly 
feelings towards foreigners, making a 
particularly careful inspection. At three 
o'clock, the Viceroy arrived, and was 
immediately conducted to the large waiting 
room, which was handsomely fitted up in 

fect native style as a reception-room. 
Five proceedings wero commenced. by tho 
roading of a laudatory address in Chinese to 
His Excolleney, after which Dr. Mackenzie 
presented the ‘address, which was hand- 
somely got up in Chinese style, to the 
Viceroy, who in a few words expressed his 
thanks, adding that he was unworthy of so 
much praise; he was only too glad to 
take part in’ the work in the interest 
of which they wero assembled. The 
native assistants employed in the Di 
pensary and Hospital were then presented 
to the Vicerny, after which, C. Waeber, Esq., 
the Senior Consul present, rose, and speak- 
ing in Chinese, said, “We have a proverb, 
In corpord sano, mens sana, which may 
be rendered in’ Chinese by’ ‘I°i-wang-tsé- 


shén-ch’ing, 3S [EE Ful) jill Zig. This new 
Hospital is a proof of His Excellency's 
great care for the welfare of his people, and 
permits me to hope that His Excellency 
will take further steps for the development 
of this country by introducing Western 
arts and science.” The Viceroy having 
remarked that it was his duty to care for 
the welfare of the people, H. B. Bristow, 
Esq., British Consul, rose and said that 
it gave all foreigners the greatest pleasure 
to see H.E. the Grand Secretary acting as 
patron of an institution like that just 




















































































openod; that H.E. had already gained 
great fame as a military commander, and 
it was to be hoped that in the future 
he would bealso renowned for his encourage- 
ment of Western medical science: that 
the reminiscences of military triumphs 
must always be émbittered by the thought 
of friends killed, provinces devastated, 
crops destroyed, and all the evils which 
make war a curse to both victors and 
vanquished ; but that the recollections 
associated with the establishment of benevo- 
lent institutions like the present brought 
to the mind only thoughts of pain 
assuaged and misery alleviated, “and 
that therefore he felt suro that H.R.

LORD ELGIN AND THE CHINESE OPIUM 
TRADE. 

‘Tho following lotter is addressed to the 
Editor of the London Daily News :— 

Sm,—It isa pity that a good cause should 
be marred by inaccuracy as to facts. State- 
ments have been advanced of late, with 
more or less of precision, to the effect 
that the legalisation of the opium. trade 
was wrung from Chinese fears, At the 
recent meeting in Birmingham Lord Blgin 
is credited, in'so many words, with havin 
“extorted” at Tientsin the legalisation of 
the article in question. ‘Thero ig no truth 
whatever in the allegation; and I do not 
think, in fairness to Lord Elyin’s momory, 
or in justice to all concerned, that I ought 
to observe silence any longer. Jointly with 
Sir Thomas Wade, our present Minister 
in China, I was Chinese Secretary to Lord 
Elgin’s special mission. All the negotiations 
at Tientsin passed through me, Not one 
word upon either side was ever said about 
opium from first to last. ‘The revision of the 
tariff and the adjustment of all questions 
affecting our trade were designedly left for 
after deliberation and arrangement, aud it 
was agreed that for that purpose the Chineso 
High Commissioners should meet Lord 
Elgin at Shanghai in the following winter. 
TheTreaty of'Tientsin wassigned on the26th 
Tune, 1858; the fleet was withdrawn, and 
Lord Elgin turned the interval to account 
by visiting Japan, and concluding a treaty 
there, In the meantime the preparation 
of the tariff devolved upon me, at the desire 
no less of the Chinese than of Lord Elgin. 
When I came to “opium,” Tinguired what 
course they proposed to take in respect to 
it. The answer was, We have resolved to put 
it into the tariff, as “ Yang yoh,” (foreign 
medicine.) ‘This represents with strict 
accuracy the amount of “extortion” 
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resorted to. Aud Imay ada that the tariffs 
prepared by mo, although it comprises some 
three hundred articles of import aud export, 
was adopted by the Chinese Commissioners 
without a single alteration, which would 
hardly have been the case had the tari 
contained aught objectionable to them. 
Five months after the signature of the 
‘Treaty of Tieutsin, long subsequently to 
the removal of all’ pressure, the Chinese 
High Commissioners, the signitaries of the 
treaty, came down to Shanghai in accord- 
ance with the arrangement made, and after 
conference with their colleagues and due 
consideration signed with Lord Elgin the 
tariffas prepared, along with other commer 
cial articles which had been drawn up in 
concert with the subordinate members of 
the Commission who had been charged with 
that duty. ‘The Chinese Government 
admitted opium as a legal article of import, 
not under constraint, but of their own free 
will deliberately.

Commenting on this letter, the Daily Press 
says :—In the United Kingdom, unfortun- 
ately, the anti-opium agitators have it nearly 
all their own way. ‘They have organised a 
society under tl imposing title of the 
‘Anglo-Oriental Society for the Suppression 
of the Opium Traffic; they have an euer- 








getic paid Secretary to promote the crusade, 


and they publish a magazine in which their 

aims and objects are constantly urged, and 

all,the evidence procurable in support 

thereof carefully recorded. ‘The supporters 

of the opium trade, on the other hand, 
to 


have neither a society to push their 
interests nor yet a journal in their pay to 
give contradiction to the mis-statements so 
frequently placed before the public. It 
may be argued that the auticopium agita 
tors are for the most part to be found in 
the ranks of the Exeter Hall faction, and 
that they possess little weight or influence 
in the country. While this is true 
enough, however, it cannot be denied that 
the Anglo-Oriental Suciety, if weak in 
numbers, are clamorous and demonstrative, 
So much is this the case that they ha 
repeatedly forced the question on the atte 
tion of Parliament, and on the 4th Jun 
last involved the House of Commons in a 
* Jengthy and somewhat acrimnouious debate. 
‘They come forward, too, as disinterested 
champions of justice and the right of a weak 
nation to exelude an article which these 
philanthropists maintain to be baneful, 
What, therefore, with noisy declamation 
and repeated assertions that England is 
causing India to sin, or allowing hor 
to do so, the British public are in some 
danger of being cozened into tho belief 
that China has been most iniquitously 
treated by past British administrations. 
It is one of the favourite and oft-repeated 
charges of the Anglo-Oriental Society that 
England has forced the opium upon China, 
and they or their friends haye even 
ono so far as to aver that the drug was 
rst fntroduced into the Central Kin, 
dom from India. ‘This latter asseveration 
has been most conclusively proved to be 
inaccurate, the poppy having been grown in 
Yiinnan ahd other parts of China before 
England had any commercial intercourse 
with het. ‘The former charge has likewiso 
been repeatedly shown to have no founda- 
tion in fact, but the Society have perse- 
vered with it so laboriously that with 
many goody-goody folk it has come to 
be accepted as an article of faith, It is, 
therefore, very satisfactory to find so 
indisputable an authority as Mr. Lay coming 
forward “io demolish a statement which— 
rotten though it was in reality—was one of 
the chief pillars upon which has been reared 
this sentimental hobby of the Anti-Opinm 
Society. Mr. Lay says emphatically that 
there is no truth whatever in the allegation 
that “the opium trade was wrung from 




































Chinese fears,” or that Lord Elgin extorted 
the legalisation of the traftic at Tientsin. 
Mr. Lay was joint Chinese Secretary with 
Sir Thomas, then Mr. Wade, to Lord 
Elgin, and he states that all the negotiations 
at Tientsin passed through him. “ Not one 
word,” he goes on to say, ‘upon either 
side ‘was ever said about opium from first 
to last. ‘The revision of the tariff and the 
adjustment of all questions affecting our 
trade was designedly left for after delibera- 
tion and arrangement.” The preparation of 
the tariff was in the meantime left to Mr. 
Lay. Whou he came to opium that gentle- 
man inquired of the Chinese —Com- 
missioners what course they proposed to 
take in respect to it, aud says the auswer 
was—'* We have resolved to put it into the 
tariff as Yang yok (foreign medicine).”” 
“This represents,” continues Mr. Lay, 
“with strict accuracy the amount of 
‘extortion’ resorted to.” He adds that 
the tariff, comprising some three hundred 
articles of import and export, was adopted 
by'the Chinese Commissioners without a 
lo alteration. Surely this statement of 
an impartial authority should be suflicient 
to convince all uprejudiced persons that 
—to quote his closing —seutenco— tho 
Chinese Government admitted opium as a 
Tegal article of import, uot under con- 
straint, but of their own free-will 
deliberately.” We cannot include tho 
meinbers of the Anglo-Oriental Society 
in the category of unprejudiced persons, for 
they are afflicted with a craze, in following 
which they would have no objection to 
plunge the nation into any amount of 
expouse. If they would send some compe- 
teut person to China to collect opinions 
pro and con, they would probably, without 
much difficulty, arrive at the conclusion 
that the Chinese do not thank them for 
their efforts to abolish the opium trade. 
Certain Chinese officials who witness much 
of its abuse do undoubtedly desire to see 
the habit of opium-smoking abandoned ; 
certain other mandarins, who would fain 
have the drug required’ for consumption 
produced in China, would like to stop the 
importation of the foreign article ; but the 
smokers, who aro also concerned in the 
question, would decidedly object to such a 
course, as the native product cannot compare 
in purity and quality yeuerally with the 
Indian opium. If the Chinese gave up th 
use of the drug, India would cease to raise 
it but while there is the deimaud there is 
sue to be a supply, whether it comes from 
India, Pe urkey, Mozambique, or 
elsewhere. It is simply ridiculous to prato 
about tho immorality of the trade; with 
equal reason might France be denounced 
for supplying us with brandy. ‘The manu- 
facturers wf that potent spirit are not 
responsible for the weakness of those who 
abuse it, neither are the opium-dealers 
responsible for the folly of those who use 
the drug to excess. Whatever may be said, 
however, relative to the responsibility of 
the traders, we trust Mr. Lay’s statement 
will at least set at rost any doubts as to 
whether England forced the opium on to 
the Chinese Government, or whether they 
admitted it voluntarily. 










































THE NORTH-EAST PASSAGE. 
The Novoe Vremya has published an 
interesting letter from M. Struve on the 
subject of a future waterway between # 
Pacific and the Arctic Oceans. ‘The idea 
first to connect Siberia with Europe by a 
surer route than that pointed out by 
Professor Nordenskjéld, and next to open 
out a way by which Siberian products may 
reach the Pacific. ‘The first difficulty to be 
overcome lies in the navigation of the 
River. Obi. The river enters the sea too 
far to the east, and thus any shipping that 
uses it has to contend with the dangerous 
navigation of the Kara Sea. A scheme has 
for years past been under the consideration 
of the local authorities by which the Obi 











should be connected with the sea at a point | 





to the west instead of the east of Nova 
Zembla. The river Petchora euters the soa 
at the right point, just by Waigatch Island, 
and M.  Straye ‘shows by an elaborate 
description of the country that a canal 
could be mado without formidable dificulty 
to connect the Obi and Petchora. On the 
eastern side the Obi could be connected in 
like manner with the Yenisei ; and this once 
accomplished, there would’ be a direct 
waterway between Irkutsk and the ports of 
the White Sea. Connection, too, could be 
made between the Yenisei and ‘the river 
system of Eastern Siberia, ‘Thero is a 
plateau sixty miles long between the Angara 
and the Lena which may turn out to be an 
insurmountable difficulty ; but if this 
caunot be canalised, it can at all events bo 
traversed by a short railway. Ounce this 
barrier passed, the whole river system of 
Eastern Siberia would be open; and by 
the Lena, the Aldan, and the Maia it would. 
be possible to reach Nelokan, which is only 
130 miles from Aine, on’ the Pacific, 
Professor Nordenskjéld has ordered a 
vessel to be built at the mouth of the Lena, 
whence he will set out in 1882 on another 
voyage of discovery in the Arctic seas, 
By going overland through Siberia to tho 
mouth of the Lena he hopes to “steal a 
march” on the brief open season, 








THE ENORMOUS INCREASE IN AMERICAN 
EXPORTS, 


‘The preliminary report in regard to the 
foreign commerce of the United States 
during the year ended 30th Juno, 1880, 
just issued by the chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, shows that during the year just 
closed both the value of the imports of 
merchandise into and the value of the 
exports of merchandise from the United 
States were larger than during any preced- 
ing year in the history of the country. The 
total exports for the year were $835,703, 024, 
‘Total imports, $67,885,565. In 1873 was 
the next largest, the imports being 
$52,479,920, and the exports $642,136,210. 
For ' the year 1879 the exports wore 
$710,439,441 and the imports $45,777,775. 
It appears from this report that the value of 
the exports of merchandise during tho 
year ending 30th June, 1880, exceeded the 
value of the exports of merchandise during 
the preceding year about $125,000,000, or 
eighteen per cent., and that the value of 
the imports of merchandise during the 
year ending 30th June 1880, exceeded the 
Value of such imports during the preceding 
year about §222,000,000, or fifty per cont. 
‘The increase in the value of the imports of 
merchandise exceeded the increase in the 
value of the exports nearly $97,000,000, 
The value of the imports and exports of 
merchandise during the fiscal year just 
closed exceeded the value of such imports 
aud exports during the preceding yoat 
about $347,000,000, an increase of thirty 
per cent. ‘The rapid growth of the foreign 
commerce of the country is strikingly 
exhibited by the fact that the value of the 
iniports and exports of merchandise during 
the fiscal year just closed amounted to 
$1,503,679 489, being about eiyhty-one per 
cent. greater than the value of the imports 
and exports of 1870, and nearly one hun- 
dred and nineteen ‘per cent. greater than 
the value of the imports and exports for 
1860. 

















‘The review of the Chinese and the foreign 
trade of China by Consul Lord of Ningpo, 
does not give as hopeful an aspect of affairs 
in that country as ate given by other 
Consuls, both American and British. Yet 
Consul Lord has lived long in China and 
has studied the Chinese character as deeply 
as perhaps any other Consul in that 
Empire. We doubt not but the stolidity 
oi the Chinese, and their slowness to 
accopt the more advanced ways of 
Western civilisation, have tended to impress 
Consul Lord with the hopelessness of 
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ever reaching that full fruition of all 
‘Western aims and Jabours—when all China 
shall be open and free to commerce, and 
when her people shall shake themselves 
out of the prejudices of ages and “ think 
and trade” as we do. Consul Lord's 
opinions are entitled to deep consideration, 
and they show the magnitude of the work 
undertaken—the opening up of China to 
foreign commerce, the peculiarities of the 
Ohinese and the habits and projudices with 
which they are incrusted, thereby helping 
us to take the best course for reaching the 
market. It may be, also, that the people 
of the Ningpo distriet are slower to accept 
Modern ideas than the people of other 
parts of China.—American Exporter. 





THE RUSSIANS AT NAGASAKI, 

It is probable thata casuist could éxplain 
tho difference between a possession of 
Russia and a Russian possession, but the 
Russian sottlement at Inasa, Nagasaki, 
‘seems to illustrate how the holding of a 

rtion of territory on sufferance may 
Become, by lapse of time and tho tolerance 
of usage, converted into a permanent posses- 
sion, though opposed to the interest and 
ayainst the desire of the original grantor. 
Many years ago tho Russians obtained 
leave to repair their boats and to refit 
their vessels employed in the East Siberia 
trade, in Nagasaki harbour, and they were 
allowed to take possession of and occupy a 
considerable plot of ground, embracing we 
Imow not how many tsubo, without rent, 
for the purposes mentioned, Commencing 
in a small and humble way, by the erection 
of trumpery buildings, the Russian settle- 
ont af Totes has grown into importance 
and become populous. Residences for 
Russian officials, a hospital, shops, houses, 
and streets have sprung up. As with a 
small planted acorn an oak in process of 
time stioceeds, so with the Russian settlo- 
ment of Inasa, it cannot now be easily 
uprooted. ‘The Japanese have long regarded 
the persistent occupation of part of its 
territory with jealous distrust, and periodi- 
cally, wo heat, sorvo the Russians with 
notice to quit, of which no noti 
ever is taken,” Tho Russians continue to 
remain in possession, thus treating the 
territory as their own, After the lapse 
of a fow moro years of uninterrupted 
ocoupation, at some critical juncture when 
Span is in ‘a tight place,” its absolute 
cvssion will probably be demanded. Tho 
erection of forts and defeusive works will 
follow, aud Russian guns will then com. 
mand’ tho inner harbour and town of 
Nagasaki. Such are the possibi 
‘the future, No wonder that the 
should chafe under the now unauthorised 
occupation of Inasa, aud that they should 
seek occasion to make the Russians evacuate 
the place ;' but when onco Russia has got a 
footing on foreign soil, it is tenacions, and 
can only with difiiculty and at a sacrifice 
be shaken off, ‘The Russian occupation of 
Kuldja and its tardy relinguishment of a 
portion only of that province, and not the 
whole, even at heavy cost to Chiua to 
buy it off, very well illustrate Russian 
policy in ‘Asia, in dealing with peoples 
weaker than itself.—Japan Herald. 









































‘TRADE WITH LADAKS AND YARKAND. 

Advices from Ladakh, dated 15th Sep- 
tember, state that large quantities of 
merchandise have been brought up lately by 
traders from India for transit to Yarkand, 
and the trade is apparently reviving; 
carriage, however, is wanting, for the price 
of horses has risen since the Chinese 
occupation of Turkestan to about three or 
four times what it was previously. Most 
of the carriers have abandoned the trade, 
for though the cost of transport for one 
load between Leh and Yarkand has risen 
since 1878 fron Rs, 40 to Rs. 70, even the 
latter figure does not pay them. Thus a 











great part of the goods now at Ladakh will 
probably have to remain there until next 
year at all events, ‘The greater part 
consists of English manufactures. Straits 
produce aud China toa aid “duty” at 

jombay, which is recoverable here accord- 
ug to treaty, so that the revival of trade 
means a great drain on the funds of -this 
agency. 

‘The young Rajah of Ladakh, aged about 
16, sou of te last independent Rajah, was 
‘married on the 11th of Sept, to the daughter 
of the Thakor of Barbuk in Lahoul, a 
relative of Hari Chand, the magistrate of 
Lahoul. ‘The girl, who is about 11 years 
old, arrived from Lahoul on the 10th of 
September, escorted by a large procession of 
Lamas and others, and all the uative 
officials of Ladaleh. ’ Great preparation has 
been made for the marriage, and the 
ceremonies will last for several days, ‘Th 
Rajat is treated by the natives of the 
provino with the same respect as they 
formerly paid to the independent Rajahs, 
Ho enjoys a small jagir near Leh and an 
allowance of 80 chilkis a month from the 
Maharajah. The Joint Commissioner pre- 
sonted a piece of Kim Khwab to the Rajah 
on the occasion. 

‘A lotter from Yarkand, dated 1st Ramzan 
(Bth Aug.), had been received in Ladakh 
on the 14th of Sept., in which it was stated 
that some native traders from Khokand, 
who had left that town six weeks previously, 
reported that the Russians were collecting 
fargo quantities of provisions and fodder 
on the Alai and at Gulcha, 

On the 15th September, Mr, Godwin 
1 had left for Cashmere and India, 
taking with him the presonts sout by tho 
Chinese Resident of ‘Turkestan to His 
Excellency the Viceroy. ‘They consist of 
the following :—1 box of brick tea, of the 
value of Rs. 112; 1 fur cloak, Rs. 12: 2 
jade rings in embroidered box, Rs. 100; 
eight rolls of silk (about Rs.’ 35 each), 
Rs, 520 ; 14 embroidered purses, fan-cases, 
&., Rs. 60; in all worth about Rs. 917.

THE INDIAN POPULATIONS. 


A study of the population of India from 
various poiuts of view may not be an 
uninteresting one. Ltis sometimes astonish- 
ing what mistakes are discovered in using 
facts and figures to correct observation. 
An illustration of this is shown in connec- 
tion with Oudh, All the associations 
of that province are connected with 
Mahomedans, and one is apt to jump from 
this to the conclusion that the Mahomedans 
must be largely in excess in Oudh. The 
reverse is the case, for while Bengal has a

If wo classify the people under their 
occupations, the current error seems just 
as complete, It has always been well 
known, of course, that India is a purely 
agricultural country. ‘The dwellers in 
such cities as Calcutta would, however, 
have had some difficulty in arriving at that 
conclusion, unloss assisted by travel, and 
by tho periodical reports which issue from 
the various secretariats. We aco little 
trace of agriculture as the sole industry 
of the country, if we except the immenso 
trade being transacted around us in agri- 
cultural produce. But when we travel up- 
country by rail, we cannot but see on all 
sides nothing but agricultural operations 
going on, For miles—for hundreds of 
miles—great stretches of verdure meet tho 
eye, onsideration of this great fact 
makes it appear utterly incomprehensible 
to an outsider, that the Government of 20 
purely agricultural a country should do 80 
little for agriculture. For somo little 
timo, we had an Agricultural Department, 
but i was a measure which had evidently 
been forced upon the Government, and 
there was no life in it,—it simply exiated, 
and carried on its work in a feeble spiri 
which did not reflect much credit on its 
officers, and speedily brought the whole 
dvpartment to nought. Now we have the 
moribund remains of it, tacked on to 
another bureau, with an even worse result 
than before, We want something practical, 
but until the Government seos the import- 
ance of improving the agricultural methods 
of the people, we are afraid nothing will 
be done, Here is a statement showing the 
occupations of the people of Indin—the 
numbers are only those of the adult malo 
populatio:

‘Tho Englis 
Government during last year decided on 
the appointment of a Ministor of Agricul 
ture, and although no such appointment 
has yet been made, the resolution shows 
that the people are alive tu the advantage 
of having such an official. If this be con- 
sidered uecessary in an industrial country 
like England, how much more necessary 
should it be in a country like India, where 
agricdlture is practially the sole occupa 
tion of the people.—India Daily News.

THE Loss OF THE “ DOUGLAS.” 





‘The chief officer of the steamship Douglas, 
who arrived at Hongkong in the Company's 
steamer Namoa, has supplied the Daily Press 
with the following report :— 

Tho steamship Douglas left Amoy for 
Foochow at 9.40 p.m. on Saturday, 13th 
November, having on board nine Chinese 
saloon and fifty-nine deck passengers, draught 
of water being nine feet eight inches forward 
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and fourteen feet two inches aft. Experienced 
a strong N.E, wind with high head sea 
throughout the night, aud did not reach Lam 
Point uutil 2 p.m..of Sunday, 14th November. 
At 2.45, iu passing through the channel south 
sage Island, the ship struck and passed 
an unknowa sunken rock Iying in the 
y to White Island and having about 
eleven feet of water on it. Ship at the time

THE CAT AS A SPORTSMAN’S COMPANION. 
‘The cat, it has been discovered in America, 
has great skill as a hunting animal, and is in 
many respects more useful for that purpose 
than the dog. Doys cannot climb trees to 
haut birds, whereas cats find no difficulty in 
following game from branch to branch. 
New York Times mentions that there is a 
hunter in Maine who employs a cat only for 
sporting purposes. He goes forth with nothing 
but a game-bag and with his faithful and 
accomplished eat trotting by his side. When 
he reaches a forest where the equirrels abound 
the cat hunts eagerly, with its nose on the 
ound, until it scents a squirrel. Following 
it to the tree where the squirrel make: 
home, the cat nimbly climbs the tree and 
the game. Sometimes there is a brisk 
‘The equirrel leaps from tree to tree, 
followed closely by the cat; but ina short 
time is overtaken and seized.’ Sometimes the 
squirrel takes refuge in a hole, in which case 
the cat sits by the hole until the squirrel, 
thinking the danger is past, puts his head 


























‘Tho cat also acts as a 
retriever, bringing the captured game to its 
master ; and in the course of a day’s hunting,
